Investigation of Three 
State Departments Like- 
ly To Occupy Reorgani- 
zation Body Until Friday 


Highway. banking and educational 
department heads will appear before 
the legislative reorganization commit- 
tee today. The committee, organized 
to investigate all state departments in 
an endeavor to draft a general reor- 
ganization plan, resumes hearing at 
the capitol this morning. 

It was expected, when the commit- 
tee adjourned April 30, after the first 
week of the hearings, that examination 
of these three departments would re- 
quire until Friday. Members of the 
committee were inclined to take them 
up in the order named. 

Previously the tax-collecting agen- 
cies of the state have been investi- 
gated with the result that the com- 
mittee is leaning strongly now to a 
consolidation of four divisions of this 
work, It also examined the heads of 
the treasury and attorney-general’s de- 
partments. 

Information requested at the pre- 
vious meeting of.the committee, includ- 
ing that dealing with a civil service 
system for state employes, will be 
submitted this morning by State Audi- 
tor Tom Wisdom, an advisory mem- 
ber of the special committee.

Reorganization formed one of the 
principal planks of Governor-elect 
Russell’s campaign platform and, in 
the opening meeting of the committee, 
he outlined his views and urged mem- 
bers to keep in mind a mandate from 
the people for a retrenchment in the 
operating cost of the government. 

Summing up its work so far, a state- 
ment of the committee Saturday said 
that information so far obtained indi- 
cates “a lack of centralized author- 
ity.” On this lack of authority the 
committee blamed: 

Incomplete administration and col- 
lection of taxes levied under the law. 

Unnecessary cost in administration 
and in employment of special legal

“All of which,” the commitiee con- 
cluded in its summary, “results in un- 
due extravagance and inefficiency in 
government.”

SMALL BOAT DIPS 
BENEATH SURFACE 
AT LAKE. RESORT

10-Year-Old Daughter of 
Griffins Also Rescued 
From Water; 12-Year-

Three Atlantans drowned Sunday 
morning when a small outboard motor- 
boat in which they were riding on 
Lake Rabun, at Lakemont, swamped. 

J. P. Wall, for 12 years chairman 
of the city democratic executive com- 
mittee and candidate for Fulton 
county commissioner, and his next- 
door neighbors, Mr. and Mrs. Sharon 
Griffin, lost their lives when the 
boat went beneath the surface of the 
lake. 

Mrs. Wall and a son, Egvin, 7, also 
members of the boating party, were 
rescued, as was Edna, 10-year-old 
daughter of the Griffins, 

An even greater death toll was 
averted by the cool heroism of 12- 
year-old Hilton Wall, son of the 
drowned man, who was rowifg in : 
boat about 100 feet away. When th 
bow of the motorboat carrying th 
passengers dipped beneath the surface 
Hilton raced to the seene and pulled 
his mother, Mrs. Griffin and Edna, 
Griffin into his small craft, rowing 
them ashore. There Mrs. Griffin was 
worked over for some time but could 
not be revived. 

John Simeton, who was operating 
the small power boat, swam ashore, 
towing little Ervin Wall after him. 

Mr. Wall's body was recovered 
shortly after the tragedy by a party of 
residents living near the lake. That 
of Mr. Griffin was found several hours 
later. 

The accident occurred at about 10 
o'clock Sunday morning. The Walls 
and Griffins had gone to the north 
Georgia lake resort Saturday on one 
of frequent trips made by the Walls 
to their resort home at Lakemont. 
Sunday morning the two couples, with 
the elder of the two Wall boys and 
the 10-year-old daughter of the Grif- 
fins, went for a boat trip on the lake 
before luncheon. Advices from Lake- 
mont were that the craft was a small 


one and that it apparently shipped 
sufficient water to swamp it. 

The bodies of Mr, Wall and Mrs. 
Griffin were brought to Atlanta, and 
Mr. Wall's body taken to the Awtry 
& Lowndes undertaking establishment 
and the bodies Of Mr. and Mrs. Grif- 
fin to H. M. Patterson & Son.

January 1. 

Foreign Minister C. T. Wang is 
far too astute a politician to believe 
that the nations now holding terri- 
torial rights in China will agree to 
any such-abandonment of their na- 
tionals and their property to the 
tender mercies of Chinese courts 
when the government he represents 
is still on so shaky a basis. 

Rather, it is much more probable 
that the decree was issued for the 
purpose of bolstering up the cause 
of the national party with the mass 
of the Chinese people. 

Governmental conditions, always 
complicated in China,{are given 
added instability now through the 
conflicting strength and weakness 
of President Chiang Kai-shek. Hav- 
ing gained ascendancy through his 
genius for military leadership, his 
seat of power has been constantly 
threatened by his lack of that con- 
structive statesmanship which might 
have enabled him to lead his coun- 
try out of the depths of depression 
in which it has been so hopelessly 
Struggling. 

Having surrounded himself in 
most of the high administrative po- 
sitions of the government with 
members of his own or his wife's 
family, his regime instead of being 
democratic is more in the nature of 
a family hierarchy. 

Thus when the demand comes 
from the strong southern provinces, 
from which he started his own drive 
for the presidency, that he either 
resign or fight, he mu8st mollify 
them or be faced with the neces- 
sity of either going to battle or 
wrecking the Kuomintang govern- 
ment by taking the majority of its 
leaders with him when he steps out. 
In the latter event, it can be taken 
for granted that the country would 
again be thrown into the throes of 
civil war with the various war lords 
all striving for the vacated seat of 
power.

B. Strong, a surgeon. He was edu- 
eated in the public schools of Chicago 
and in 1901 graduated from the Lewis 
Institute as an engineer. 


Four years later he received a 


‘bachelor’s degree from Beloit College. 


and in 1911 from the John Marshall 


Law School in Chicago. He was ad- 


mitted to the Illinois bar in 1912. 


He began active connection’ with 
newspaper work in the accounting of- 
fice of the Daily News. He worked 
up to auditor in 1910. In 1912 he 
was placed in eharge of the mechar!- 
cal and distribution departments; in 
1918 became assistant business man- 
ager in charge of circulation and ad- 
vertising; and in 1921 business man- 
ager. 

When Victor Lawson died, Strong 
organized a group of wealthy Chica- 
goans to purchase the paper from the 
Lawson estate.

In 1912 he married Josephine Havi- 
land Webster, daughter of the Chi- 
eago manufacturer, Towner K. Web- 
ster.

Threats were 
shouted to the monarchists and fights 
followed whenever anyone was found 
to oppose the demonstrators. 

Machine guns bristled from the roof 
of the ABC office while police searc!- 
ed the building for anti-republican 
propaganda and for arms. Later the 
doors were padlocked. 

Witnesses said some of the bullets 
fired from the newspaper office dur- 
ing the afternoon came from portable 
machine guns operated by members of 
the staff. 

De Tena, who was beaten by the 
mob, was detained by police tonight. 
It was not said whether this action 
was to protect him from the republic- 
ans or whether he would be charged 
with responsibility for firing upon the 
rioters from the ABC building. 

Parades marched to Puerta del Sol 
square and cheered in front of the 
ministry of the interior until Miguel 
Maura appeared on the balcony. He 
pleaded with the mob, saying that 
justice would be done. The demon- 
strators then departed. 

Civil guards were rushed to several 
residences of well-known monarchists 
who were being threatened by the 
demonstrators. 

Police said there had been no deaths 
in connection with the rioting. 

Both government officials and lead- 
ers of organized labor were trying to 
calm the crowds, some believing that 
communistie influences were helping 
to stir up the mobs. Police used no 
violence in dispersing the demonstra- 
tors. 

Among those injured during the day 
were the Duke of Santa Mauro and 
the Marquise De Camarillas. The lat- 
ter was reported seriously injured. 

Arrival of members of the civil 
guard prevented the disturbers from 
seizing a firearms store in the cen- 
ter of the business section. This 
created a feeling against the guard 
which earlier had been accused of 
partisanship toward the monarchists 
after they had refused to surrender 
monarchists under their protection.

keeping the eyelids from »pressing on | 
the eyeball. 

An incision was made through the 
conjunctiva, the covering membrane 
of the eyeball, above the cornea, which 
is the raised portion of the eye over 
the iris, 

Three silk thread stitches were tak- 


en through the conjunctive prelimi- 
nary to making an opening in the eye. 
These stitches enabled the surgeon, 


after the cataract was extracted, to 
draw together to their normal po- 
sition the severed parts of the eye. 

An opening was then made into the 
eyeball. The capsule which surrounds 
and holds the lens in place was opened 
and the cataract was removed by be- 
ing gently squeezed first through the 
pupil and then through the opening 
above the cornea. 

The iris was replaced and readjust- 
ed so as to leave a round pupil. The 
sutures were tied and dressings ap- 
plied with bandages over them. 

It is expected that the wound will 
heal in about a week. ‘The bandages 
probably will be removed in about 
10 days. 

By virtue of this operation it is ex- 
pected the king will; with the aid of 
glasses, have normal or near to normal 
vision. The king will, of course, be 
obliged to wear spectacles with a spe- 
cial glass lens in front of his left eye 
to take the place of the clouded eye 
lens which was removed. Different 
lenses will be required for close and 
for distant vision. 

Contrary to a common impression, 
cataract is not a film or a veil over 
the eye, but is a change in the compo- 
sition of the eye lens which renders it 
more or less clouded or opaque. This 
cloudiness tends to interfere with clear 
vision. 

Immediately upon completition of 
the operation a cable bulletin was 
addressed to Siam. This bulletin was 
signed by Drs.: Wheeler, Johnson, 
— and McKeown, and read as fol- 
OWS: 

“Ophir Hall, Purches, Westchester 
county, New York, May 10. 

“The cataract has been successfully 
removed from the king's left eye. No 
complication was found in the opera- 
tion. We have every reason to believe 
that the result will be favorable. The 
king is suffering no pain.” 

Both eyes of the king were affected, 
the cataract removed today having 
been developing for six years. The 
cataract in the right eye is not yet 
ready for surgical treatment.

Naval Accord Expected 
at Geneva.

After Discovery of Body 
of Calvin White.

“down payment” and then does his 
best to keep up with the rest of the 
payments. (Failing this, one resorts 
to such wiles as pretending deafness 
when the bill collector makes his peri- 
odic calls; or meets the collector with 
a disarming smile and the assurance 
that he will pay next week.) 


The man on Earth buys his ra- 
dio for the purpose of hearing the 
music and other forms of enter- 
tainment that come through its 
mysterious cabinet. This enter- 
tainment is made possible by 
what are called “broadcasting sta- 
tions,” where the performers as- 
semble at a given time and sing 
their songs, crack their jokes, or 
play their fiddle.

NEW YORK, May 10.—()—The 
reductions in rediscount rates by sev- 
eral federal reserve banks were the 
most important events for the bond 
market last week. 

There was general agreement in 
Wall Street that the principal pur- 
pose of the rate changes was to stim- 
ulate the bond market, although they 
were regarded as only one step in the 
comprehensive policy of easy money 
which included three reductions in 
acceptance yield rates in the preceding 
two weeks. The basic idea is that 
surplus funds can be diverted from 
the short-term market, where the 
supply is plethoric, to bonds and 
mortgages. Such a movement would 
encourage business expansion, it, is 
thought. 

The efforts of the federal reserve 
system to bring about this change 
have been drastic. There remains 
only one other means to use for the 
federal reserve’s purpose the increase 
of the supply of money by the pur- 
chase of more United States govern- 
ment securities. 

However effective the theory may 
prove in the long run, the bond mar- 
ket made its most impressive gains 
last week since December. The Stand-

COTTON STANDARDS 
CONFERENCE OPENS 


WASHINGTON, May 10—>— 
United States official cotton stand- 
ards were under consideration today 
by delegates to the fourth biennial in- 
ternational universal cotton standards 
conference. 

The conference, which opened Sat- 
urday, will be continued this week. 
No sessions were held today, though 
delegates discussed possible recom- 
mendations for changes. 

Representatives of some European 
exchanges were represented, together 
with American growers, traders and 
manufacturers. 

American cotton men attending 
seek some means whereby domestic 
cotton can be made more attractive 
for export trade. It was pointed out 
that whereas the United States nor- 
mally exports approximately eight mil- 
lion bales, that last year, only seven 
million bales were exported. 


WHEAT PARLEY 
LATE THIS MONTH 


LONDON. May 10.—(#)—Repre- 
sentatives of the principal wheat-ex- 
porting countries of the world will 
meet here toward the end of the 
month to discuss the crisis which has 
arisen owing to the fall in wheat 
prices throughout the world. 

Agricultural and other interests 
have expressed satisfaction that the 
United States has accepted an invi- 
tation to participate in the confer- 
ence, which now will have a repre- 
sentative character. 

Other delegations to the meeting 
will come from Canada, Australia, 
Argentina, soviet Russia, Rumania, 
Hungary and other exporting coun- 
tries of central Europe. 

While it is too early to speculate 
on what the agenda is likely to 
contain, one of the principal points 
for discussion undoubtedly will be the 
feasibility of an agreement for regu- 
lating exports of wheat in order to 
secure reasonably remunerative prices 
for farmers.
